But already In the summer of 
1920 British diplomats were hatch- 
ing new ideas, In a meeting at B- 
Salt, Arab notables were told that 
Britain favoured self-government 
for the territory east of the Jordan 
River under British tutelage. The 
scene now shifted to Cairo with the 
arrival of the newly appointed Col- 
onlal Secretary, Winston Churchill, 
The Cairo Conference took place in 
March 1921. It was attended by 
Abdullah, ΤῈ, Lawrence and the 
first High Commissioner for Pales- 
tlne, Sir Herbert Samuel, and many 
other British officers and advisers. 
The result of the Cairo Conference 
was to proclaim Fetsal as King of 
Iraq, while Abdullah had to settle 
for an Emirate in Transjordan. He 
had been in Amman, then a sleepy 
village, aince the winter of 1920. 
1921 preparing an offensive against 
the French in Syria. 


Transjordan detached 


Abdullah accepted. The British 
had nowtofinda formula to detach 
Transjordan from Western Hretz 
Yisrael. Thia they did in a memo- 
randum of September 1922 which 
excluded Transjordan from the 
clauses of the Balfour Declaration. 
Indeed, the ground had been pre- 
pared In advance: The Palestine 
Mandate confirmed by the League 
of Nations allowed Britain much 
leeway in dealing with Transjordan, 
The story of the Cairo Conference 
has been told before, but never go 
clearly, The research Is impec- 
cable, the sources and their uge im- 
pressive, Dr. Klieman’s judgments 
are sober:

When that country became indepen- 
dent, the federal government acquir- 
ed the newspaper with the largest 
circulation, the Lagos “Dally Times," 
and established ita own organs. 
The regional governments soon fol- 
lowed suit. The result is the livell- 
est, most diverse group of news- 
papers in Africa. 

Most of the other countries have 
been more limited In range and 
ownership of newspapers. Usually 
there is one government-controlled 
paper, which gives great prominence 
fo the » and pro} 
of the head of state and which re- 
flects government policy, ‘Trends in 
the 1960s have indicated a sharp 
increase of officlal papers, the 
growth of ministries of information, 
the nationalization of radio and 
television broadcasting, and the be- 
ginning of national news agencies. 

Most of the nowapapers appear 
in Wuropean janguages, mainly Eng- 
Mish, Trench and Portuguese, but aa 
effort is being made to reach more 
peopla in more of the continent's 
800 local languagea and dialects. 


The use of radio 


Radio makes ἐξ easier to broad- 
cast in diverse tongucs as well asto 
reach people in remotes areas. The 
radio can alao make more extensive 
use of an African Ungua franca, 
such as Swahill in East Africa and 
Hausa in West Africa, Indeed, the 
transistor has been one of the grent- 
est instruments for social transform~- 
ation and national integration iu 
Africa. 

Television presents an vven greater 
probiom éince it is expensive to 
operate, tho audience ts small, and 
there are few local people who 
know how to work with tho me- 
dium. 

Tho cinema also suffers, accord- 
ing to Prof. Hachten, because of the 
Paucity of local film production 
and the Inadequate viewing 5

Foreign newspapera and moga- 
zines have ἃ fairly wide circulation 
in the capitals and larger cities.

robi. In addition to the wide assort-

Prof. Hachten portrays vividly 
the work of foreign correspondents. 
Some make an effort to understand 
and cover in depth the situation 
they are reporting.

The usual explanation for 
this is that readers abroad are in- 
terested more in crises bearing on 
the Cold War than in the process 
of development or the struggle of 
racial equality, This has led to com- 
Plaints by sophisticated Africans, 
such as Tom Mboya, the late Ken- 
yan Minister of Planning and Hco- 
nomic Development, to the affect 
that 

“the news coming out of Africa 
is often, if not slways, related 
to the biased and preju- 
diced mind that keeps asking 
such questions as ‘In this pro-

It is important, therefore, for 
both African and international au- 
diences that a growing number of 
African journalista are gaining ex- 
perience at home and abroad. Ine 
can get o special flavour or view- 
polat especially from columnists writ- 
ing in such mewspapere a8 the Lagos 
“Daily Times" and the Nairobi 
"Sunday Nation,” in Nairobi. Prof. 
Hachten refera to many of the 
better-known African journallats, al- 
though he does not mention the re- 
cently lnunched “Africa” magazine 
which has mainly African writers 
(and letters to the editor), although 
It is produced in Parls and London. 

Prof. Hachten writes clearly and 
aimply, although at thmes he is re- 
petitive. He is generally fair and 
encouraging, although he sometimes 
lapses into propagandist language, 
ng when ho says that Kwame 
Nkrumah had a nco-Communist ap- 
proach to the mass media, 

But on the whole the book does 
not depend only on generalization, 
but gives case studies of Nigeria 
and Ghana (West African Englleh- 
speaking countries), the Ivory Coast 
and Senegal (West African French- 
apeaking countries), Kenya ond 
Zambin (Bast Africa) and South 
Africa. Prof. Hachten also provides 
useful statistical tables of the level 
of population density and Ilteracy 
and the extent and use of mass 
media in each country.
